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A third point is the special situation of JPL, a contract- 
operated laboratory. Although the major competence is there 
in the lunar and planetary area, I am certain that there 
should be one or two full-time senior NASA Headquarters 
personnel intimately involved in their activities. 

While you are considering these points , we are proceeding 
with a preliminary plan for personnel selection; I am sure 
that we can establish a working relationship in the very 
near future along the general lines discussed between us.
